We teel well pleased that there has been no part of the main 
pipes frozen during this severe and unprecedented winter. 

The extension at George’s Mills was completed early in the 
year, and there are now nine takers trom that line. 

An extension was made on the village system to supply the 
houses of W. H. Sargent and W. T. Angell. 

There has been fourteen services putin during the year be- 
sides those mentioned above, and we now hold several applications 
to be put in as soon as spring opens so that it can be done. 

We regret that we have been unable to secure a contract with 
the U.S. Hame Co., for a term of years to do the pumping but trust 
that reasonable rates will be made from year to year. 


The total amount invested in the system to date is, $28,130 90 


of which there has been paid 1,130 90 
leaving a water debt of $27,000 O00 
The rentals collected during the year $1194.23 
now due and unpaid 21 00 
making a total income tor the year $1,145 22 
Paid tor pumping $175 00 
Paid for repairs 31 79 
Interest on the whole cost at 3 per cent 843 938 1,050 72 
leaving a net income of $ 94 50 


In addition of this cash income we have had the use of three 
watering troughs and thirty-two hydrants which if owned by a 
private corporation would have cost the town at least $500 00. 

The value of our hydrants was demonstrated at the fire of the 
Ben Mere Inn last April.

SCHOOL REPORT 
OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF SUNAPEE. 


During the past year we have tried to place teachers who were 
suited to the various positions, in some cases we have been more 
successful than in others. 

For this fall we secured experienced teachers for each school 
and hope to retain them through the year. 

In three schools it seemed best to have two long terms, doing 
away with the winter term; so far the change has seemed to be a 
good one. It may be desirable another year to try the same arrange- 
ment at George’s Mills. 

The school property in Dis. No. 1 has been put into good conui- 
tion and similar work finished in Dis. No. 5. The school-house in 
Dis. No. 7 should be repaired and No. 3 still needs to be painted. 

The work in the Central school-yard was carried as far as the 
$200 would allow; it will be a great improvement to finish grading, 
thus getting the yard into permanent condition. 

In October, the truant officer attended to the enumeration of 
children of each sex between the ages of five and sixteen years, find- 
ing 99 boys and 89 girls. 

From the highest class (equivalent to about 10th grade) at the 
Central School, we are pleased to record the graduation, June 19, 
1903, of Elizabeth E. Collins. 

We desire to emphasize an item in our financial report—the gift 
of $246, to the schools of Sunapee by Irving G. Rowell. May the 
giver be held in grateful remembrance.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Situated as our two villages are with their beautiful lake 1152 
feet above the sea level, with our sloping hillsides and mountain- 
ous surroundings, it can be said that nature has given us the facil- 
ities for the most healthful location anywhere to be found, and it 
only remains with us to vie with nature and enjoy its blessings. 

The town has done itself credit by bringing to the very doors 
of our village people, the waters of Ledge Pond and Sunapee Lake, 
which are unsurpassed by any in the State, on account of its advent 
the healthful conditions of our town has been greatly improved and 
the benefit it will prove itself to be to this and future generations 
in saving lite and property will never be known. 

We are glad to note that the people of Sunapee are becoming 
more interested from year to year in the sanitary condition of the 
home, and that such things as the sink drain under the pantry 
window with its infectious germs, the open closet in the shed, 
which only received attention bat once in the whole year, the de- 
cayed wood and vegetable matter in the cellar, the old well closed 
to sun and air and often poluted with debris, the water supply 
through lead pipes which in a majority of cases is found by analysis 
to contain lead, are now considered to be a menance to the home, 
as they should be, and are receiving more attention than ever 
before, | 

Through this Board the State chemist has made thirteen analysis 
of water from Sunapee, five have been found to contain lead, one 
poluted with seepage, and the remainder good. Where lead was 
found the parties that have not changed to the Town system, or re- 
placed their pipes with iron ones, will do so this spring. Our 
report of 1903 will show our position as regards village sewerage 
and we hope to see something done about “Post Office Square” 
and from a point near Joseph W. George’s to the river. 


This Board sent early in July the following circular letter to every 
cottager on the Lake shore lying in Sunapee: 

“We welcome you to the beautiful shores of Lake Sunapee and 
trust that your stay among us will be benficial to you and yours. 
Please allow us to assure you that we are deeply interested in every- 
thing that pertains to keeping this beautiful sheet of water the 
most attractive place in all New Hampshire. To this end we must 
guard well the sanitary conditions upon its shores. Our village is | 
now being supplied with water from the lake and the cottages upon 
its shores are largely dependent upon the waters for their domestic 
supply, so we ask your earnest co-operation in keeping-the waters 
of the lake as free from contaminating substances as possible. 

The regulations of the State Board of Health, issued by an act of 
the legislature, for the ‘Protection of the Purity of the Water of 
Lake Sunapee’ you are doubtless familiar with, and we ask that 
there be no deviating from these regulations without the written 
consent of this Board, and approved by the State Board-of Health. 
If your closet or sewerage is less than 75 feet from the lake you 
are asked not to continue it without written permission from this 
Board, approved by the State Board, which permission will be 
granted under specified conditions, if found to meet the approval 
of this Board.

This letter was followed by a careful examination of the condi- 
tions about every cottage and measurements taken from the waters 
edge to every closet, cesspool or drain, and.a record made of the 
‘same, and such instruction as we thought necessary for the pro- 
tection of the waters of the Lake were given. 

As our letter indicates, it was our intention to issue permits 
under certain restrictions, but we found that conditions were of 
such a various nature that sucha plan could not consistently be 
carried out, and we trust that this explanation will suffice tor all 
who have not already been notified. The 75 foot limit which ap- 
plies to closets, cesspools, etc., is not an arbitrary limit but if such 
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things are to be maintained within such limit they should be ap- 
proved by the Board of Health, by permission from the State Board 
of Health. We feel that it is of vital importance to the people of 
Sunapee and its tourists to keep the waters of the Lake from being 
poluted from any source, and if any party have reason to believe 
that they are being poluted they will dothis Board a favor by re- 
porting the same at once. There have been regulations promulga- 
ted by this Board to protect the town water supply, forbiding the 
cutting of ice in the South West corner of the Harbor, these reg- 
ulations have been adopted by the water commissioners, approved 
by the selectmen and recorded by the town clerk thus becoming a 
law and will remain in force until otherwise changed. Several 
complaints have been made during the year all of which have re- 
ceived our attention. We have posted notices about the village 
where people have been in the habit of throwing refuse matter 
beside the highways and for the provision of such rubbish we have 
made arrangements with the Emerson Paper Co., for a dumping 
station below the Pulp Mill on the left and all rubbish dumped 
there should be covered with shavings which are left there for the 
purpose, and the dumping of rubbish in the future beside our vil- 
lage streets is forbidden. 

There has been reported one case of typhoid fever and one of 
diptheria neither of which proved fatal. 

It might be of interest for the people of Sunapee to know that 
the State Board of Health required the analysis of all public water 
supplies four times during each year, this matter is attended through 
the water commissioners. The State Board have also caused the 
analysis of food products such as are sold in grocery stores and all 
merchants have been given a list of such as were found to be adul- 
terated and the continuance of the sale of such articles is forbidden 
under penalty of the “Pure food Law”.

REPORT 


OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Property of the town is as tollows: two hose houses, three fire 
pumps, one hose wagon, two hose reels, one hook and ladder truck, 
sleds for same, two sleds for hose, 2,000 feet of hose, one 40 foot 
extension ladder, about 100 feet of single ladders, one hand tub en- 
gine, 58 fire coats and hats, five hydrant gates, one two way valves, 
eight play pipes and nozzles, four axes, six lanterns, two bars, two 
“Poney”’ chemical fire extinguishers. 

The past year there has been purchased one hose reel, 1,000 feet 
of hose and two pipes, two chemical extinguishers, three gates, 58 
fire coats and hats. The department is in need of 1,000 feet more 
hose and better quarters for housing the hook and ladder truck 
and hose at “Smith Vill” and accommodations for drying and pre- 
serving the hose. It has been our good fortune during the past 
year to have but one fire, that of the “Ben Mere Inn” and I think 
that all who saw the gallant fight that the local department made in 
saving the building with a comparatively small loss considering the 
nature of the buildings, must confess that the money that has been 
expended in the past for protection against fire has not wholly been 
wasted. | 

I wish to thank the members of the department for the interest 
they have taken and the willingness they have shown in respond- 
ing to their duty. aes
